Not 
at all! 

Thore'.s another kind oi! holiday .spirit 
which begins to make itself evident just now, 
and which can be compared to nothing ol.se on 
on earth unless it be the .•spring fever which 
makes its appearance on the campu.s a few 
weeks before the summer vacation. Which 
leads us to remark that perhaps the real cau.se 
of spring fever is not the .spring at all.

I he reforms lor wliieli he is working arc part and 
pa-.cvl 01 his life, more ininicdi.itc to him than religion is to 
many of lis. His sincerity c'annol be doilbtcd .when lie 
writes sudi things as; ".\iid Î like to siippotfc that this art 
which shall sprhig from movement will be the fir.iit and 
final bcliei oi the world; and 1 like to drcSm that for the 
first time in the world men and women will achiévc thiu 
;iii:ii^ trcethcr. How ire.ih. how beantifiil it w6uld be"'. 
Truly, how bcautiftd it would be, but how very beautiful 
must lie the nature that made possible such â siinpic and 
confident e\prc5.-ion of .1 man's belief.

Gordon Craig, thei:, begins with the conviction that 
dramatic production of the pri-'on! (l:,y ij ,1 haphajard 
collection of a number of cr.-ift-, and :■; therefore not an 
art. Tt.irit doc'ri;-.'- c.i.tains ;-'/iliir,g very iic\^', for in- 
nunic.-ablc other (rilics liave been rept;Uing it for years. 
Craig's dislinctioi) is that lie propotcs to create a real art 
of the theatre in place of the crafts wliich he condemns.

movement and in light. 

T hus far Wn, reasoning is logical and in no way 
blartling, but it rapidly becomes just a Illllc illogical am) 
more than a little, startling when he pushes it to a con- 
clusion. The arlist has certain ideas he wishes to express by 
means of iiiovemci!!, ,,r .iction. In the prêtent theatre he 
would be compelled to (iitriisl the .iclual rarrying-oiit of 
this movement to the .vi.irs. Hut, says Craig, the actor i.s 
an unsuitable medium, since the artist cannot control the 
actions of many actors as rertahily as the painter, for in- 
sinuer, ean eoiitrcd hh brufh and psinlï. 

So Gordon Craip; would do away wilh the aclor and 
bupply in |li^ jiUcc sr. iiiioindton, an iiber-marionetfc as he 
calls ti, which he could control with certainly. And sinre 
ïymbfditm is the keynote of all -art;, this siiprr-iharioiicMc 
v.uld rr.r.vey tlir .irlisl's ideas by symbol!.: and rhjihmie 
iiiovfiiiciii aided by suggestive mastes of colonr |n Ihc sHr 
ùuff:. The theory is not so impossible as il secnls at a first 
glance. There arc many piippcl thcilrrs in Uurope, onS of 
the most famous being lhat at ^funicll. When Claylon 
Hamilton, s critic wli., had been one of the inott pcrtiïloht 
scoffers at Craig, visited thi^ thciire, he wrofe tlut ht 
hid been 40 absorbed lhat lie "lost at! sense of Hi4 pu^péls 
as puppets". 

It follows, too, from the nature of the inaterials of thiii 
new nri, that Ciai((',s drama will It a dranu of silence. 
That it just what he wants, for he teaches simiilicily of 
effect, and there can be no simplicity so j^ng ai Hie image 
of the artist's idea, conveyed to ihc audience Jn movement 
.md in light, is blurrf.d by words. Craig has sumincd up hi* 
own belief in these woi-.I-: "It may he liuilifully said 01 
man, too, that when he is most iinpressfd ho is silcnl, and 
that when he i.i silent he impresses uj mos|.
